Mellon 
contends he was interested in the 
1925 merger deal in only an advisory 
capacity. 
Mellon’s deposition in

suit over the 1925 merger does not 
make clear what contract he signed 
in connection with the matter. He 
reveals only he did sign

con­ 
tract, that the deal between the Al­ 
uminum company and the late James 
B. Duke interests was consummated 
at his apartm ent here, and that he 
made a trip to site of the merger 
companies property in Canada along 
with Duke, A rthur V. Davis, presi­ 
dent of the Aluminum company and 
others. 
II is not evident from the testi­ 
mony w hether Mellon signed as a 
stockholder of the Aluminum com­ 
pany or in what capacity he acted.

" lf unyhody asks you about the 
girl I carried out of here last Munday 
you tell them you were drunk and I 
had to help you into the car," PSA cox 
told the girl. 
But in ills confession to police af­ 
ter eight hours of questioning yes­ 
terday, Peacox said that "the girl I 
carried out of here 
last 
Munday” 
wa* the limp and lifeless body of his 
wife. 
They had Hpent their anniversary 
together and driven out from New 
York, where Dorothy had taken a 
room and a Job as stenographer after 
her seperation from 
her 
husband 
three months previously. 
"Well, It’s the same old dump!" 
Dorothy remarked as they entered 
the small apartment. 
There were angry words. 
Peacox 
brought out a revolver, brandishing 
It to make

Impression. 
She 
clawed at bim with her fingernails 
and Peacox brought the butt down 
upon her head. 
"I jumped on her and 
got 
my 
hands around her throat,** he told 
detectives. 
"I felt her legs going 
cold and I quit." 
Then he picked up the body, lum­ 
bering down the stairs with It.

bundled It in bis car, drove toward 
Scarsdale. 
Along the Ardsley road 
he stopped his car. took out the body 
?ind dropped it beneath a blossoming 
apple tree. 
Last Friday Peacox obtained some 
kerosene and went back to that apot 
where apple blossoms were drifting 
slowly down upon the body of the 
woman who had been his wife for a 
year.

T h e Mellonophobes in tho Senate are still working at their 
favored task of trying to make things uncomfortable for tho Sec-! 
rotary of tho Treasury, says the Minneapolis Journal. 
When! 
President Hoover merely continued Mr. Mellon in his portfolio 
without sending; in his name for fresh confirmation along: with the 
newly named members of the Cabinet, there was consternation I 
among: the Mellon-baiters. 
They had counted on an enjoyable 
rumpus and row, when the question of confirmation came up. 
They investigated the retention of the Secretary without a 
renomination and found, to their dismay, that the precedents to 
the number of a hundred or so were all in favor of the regularity 
and legality of the procedure. 
Having once been confirmed as. 
Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Mellon could retain the post as 
long as the President wanted him there. Mr. Hoover is the third. 
President who has l>een glad to have this able financier manage 
the Treasury. 
The latest move of the anti-Mellon schemers has been to raise 
the question whether the Secretary is not so directly interested in 
business enterprises as to disqualify him under the law. Put Mr. 
Mellon showed that, when he became Secretary, he divested him­ 
self of all directorships or other connection with the managerftent 
of enterprises in which he was interested. He admits that he still 
owns various securities as an investment. 
Attorney General Mitchell holds that ownership of these se­ 
curities in no way disqualifies Mr. Mellon, so long as he has no 
share in management. 
Hut the question has been taken to the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, which finds itself hopelessly divided. 
A debate on the floor of the Senate is promised. 
In this connection it is pointed out that, if every Senator or 
Congressman who owns industrial or other securities were there­ 
by debarred from voting on questions thilt arose affecting the 
companies whose securities they own, it might often be difficult to 
get a quorum to act. 
. ! 
And it seems rather absurd to require that a man of sufficient j 
financial ability to administer the Treasury efficiently must, before 
accepting the post, sell all his securities of whatever kind. Even 
Government bonds would have to he disposed of, lest the Secre­ 
tary he biased in some of the Treasury’s huge transactions by 
such ownership. 
If restrictions such as the Mellonophobes now insist on were 
in force, it would )>e next to impossible to get a really able and 
successful financier to take the Treasury post. 
And if similar 
rules were applied to Congress, its membership would be deci­ 
mated. 
Of course, the motive behind all this is plain. It is a political 
scheme to “get” the ablest Secretary of the Treasury the Country 
has had in many a long year.

T h e Mellonophobes in the Senate are still working at their 
favored task of trying to make things uncomfortable for the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury, says the Minneapolis Journal. 
When 
President Hoover merely continued Mr. Mellon in his portfolio 
without sending in his name for fresh confirmation along with the 
newly named members of the Cabinet, there was consternation 
0 :.'.o p. 
among the Mellon-baiters. 
They had counted on an enjoyable! 7:00 p- 
rum pus and row, when the question of confirmation came up. 
They investigated the retention of the Secretary without a 
renomination and found, to their dismay, that the precedents to 
the number of a hundred or so were all in favor of the regularity 
and legality of the procedure. 
Having once been confirmed as 
Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Mellon could retain the post as 
long as the President wanted him there. 
Mr. Hoover is the third 
President who has been glad to have this able financier manage 
the Treasury. 
The latest move of the anti-Mellon schemers has been to raise 
the question whether the Secretary is not so directly interested in 
business enterprises as to disqualify him under the law. 
But Mr. 
Mellon showed that, when he became Secretary, he divested him­ 
self of all directorships or other connection with the management 
of enterprises in wrhich he was interested. He admits that he still 
owns various securities as an investment. 
Attorney General Mitchell holds that ownership of these se­ 
curities in no way disqualifies Mr. Mellon, so long as he has no 
share in management. 
But the question has been taken to the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, which finds itself hopelessly divided. 
A debate on the floor of the Senate is promised. 
In this connection it is pointed out that, if every Senator or 
Congressman who owns industrial or other securities were there­ 
by debarred from voting on questions that arose affecting the 
companies whose securities they own, it m ight often be difficult to 
get a quorum to act. 
And it seems rather absurd to require that a man of sufficient 
financial ability to adm inister the Treasury efficiently must, before 
accepting the post, sell all his securities of whatever kind. 
Even 
Government bonds would have to be disposed of, lest the Secre­ 
tary be biased in some of the T reasury’s huge transactions by 
such ownership. 
If restrictions such as the Mellonophobes now insist on were 
in force, it would be next to impossible to get a really able and 
successful financier to take the T reasury post. 
And if similar 
rules were applied to Congress, its membership would be deci­ 
mated. 
Of course, the motive behind all this is plain. 
It is a political 
scheme to “get” the ablest Secretary of the Treasury the Country 
has had in many a long year.
